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Bailey defeated in turnaround election

Lincoln voters knocked pollsters and veteran 


political observers onto their second guesses 
Tuesday in a cliff-hanger election that 
dramatically altered primary results. 


Biggest surprise of the City Council election 


was the fourth-place finish of incumbent Sue 
Bailey, who led in the primary and a poll reported 
in last Sunday's Journal-Star. 


Her finish, 278 votes behind third-place 


finisher John Robinson, who placed fourth m the 
primary, means that she will lose her seat on the 
council, which she held for one term. 


Top vote getter was investor-businessman Joe 


R. Hampton, who finished with 13,186 votes 
(1968%) Next was tavern owner Leo Scherer, 


with 12,939 (19 32%) and third was Robinson with 
12,729 (19 0570). 


Those three will be sworn in May 16 for four- 


year terms on the council. Robinson is the only 
returning member. Max Denney, who did not run, 
and Mrs Bailey will be replaced 


Mrs Bailey registered 12,451 (18 62%) Social 


worker Dorothy Walker tallied 9,218 (13 81%) and~ 
T. R Allan had 6,364 (9.49%) 


In contrast with the primary, when the second 


lowest turnout in the city's history was recorded, 
the general election showed an average turnout, 
according to Election Commissioner Bill David- 
son, with a figure of 24,350 ballots cast at the polls. 


There were 299 disabled and absentee ballots 


cast, and all but 25 were counted Tuesday The 
remainder will be counted after 10 a.m. Thursday

Despite her strong showing in the primary, 


Mrs. Bailey said she had been placing no trust in 
those results "People think primaries are a 
waste of time," she said. 


"If I had allowed myself to think one way or 


another I probably would be in a state of shock," 
she calmly said of the election results, s 


Hampton, who improved his second place 


finish in the primary to first, however, said Mrs 
Bailey's finish "shocked the heck out of me " 


Hampton, who campaigned on the pledge that 


he would help end "bickering" in City Hall, was 
sounding Tuesday night as if he already is trying 
to make good on the pledge 


"1 want to emphasize I have no quarrel with 


anybody down there," he said 


Hampton said he will rely on the advice of the 


city attorney on when to declare a conflict of issue 
and refrain from council consideration on certain 
issues . 


Opponents had charged Hampton will be 


blocked from participation in action on liquor 
licenses, and shopping centers because he owns 
one of each Opponents also charged that because 
of his extensive land holdings he will be barred 
from many zoning matters 


Leo Scherer, who also holds a liquor license, 


said he intends to refrain from discussion on 
liquor matters even if the c:ty attorney says it is 
technically legal "for him to do so 


John Robinson said he is disappointed in the 


results of the election despite the fact that he will 
return for another four-year term 


In what might be a harbinger of comments to 


come, Robinson said "Hampton has so many con- 
flicts that he's going to find it impossible to avoid 
them all '

Washington (AP) - America's population of 216 


million persons is growing older and expanding 
slower than it did a year ago, the Census Bureau 
said Tuesday 


The bureau said the median age of the popula- 


tion jumped from 27.9 years in 1970 to 29.0 in 1976. 


And it reported that the U S. population of 216 


million was only 16 million — or 7 per cent — 
more in January 1977 than in January 1976 


By comparison, the population increased .8 per 


cent in 1975, aided by the immigration of 130,000 
Vietnamese refugees to the United States. It in- 
creased 1.1 per cent in 1970. 


The bureau noted that two factors involved in 


the trend were the continuing tendency of women 
to many later and to have fewer children. 


It found that 43 per cent of women In their early 


20s were still single in 1976, compared to 28 per 
cent in 1960. And it reported that 42 percent of 
women in their early 20s who bad been married 
remained childless in 1976, compared to 24 per 
cent in 1960. 


The bureau said the total fertility rate — the 


number of children the average woman would 
have at the end of her childbeanng years if the 
rate did not change — bit a record low for the fifth 
consecutive year, dropping from 1.80 in 1975 to 
176 in 1976. The rate was 2.4 in 1970. 


The U S. population expansion has been general- 


ly slowing since the late 1950s, which marked the 
height of the post-World War H baby boom. 


Changing social values nave bad a major impact 


on population growth. 


Social scientists say both the rising cost of 


living and the women's movement nave en- 
couraged women to join the labor force. The 
result is that they often postpone marriage and 
childbirth. It also has become more socially 
acceptable for unmarried people to live alone or 
with someone of toe opposite sex. 


The Census Bureau also found that the number 


of children under age 14 declined by 5.5 million in 
the last six years, a 10.3 per cent decrease, while 
the population over age 65 grew by three million, 
or 14.8 per cent 


Other population data snowed: 
—Twice as many unmarried couples, an es- 


timated 1.3 million people, were living together in 
1976 as were in 1970. Also, the number of families 
beaded by a woman with no husband present in- 
creased by one-third during the period. 


—The divorce rate has doubted since I960, jum- 


ping from 2.5 divorce* per 1,080 population to 5 0 
divorces per 1,000 populate. As of March 1976. 


there were 2 8 million men and 4 4 million women 
reported as currently divorced and not remarried. 


The bureau estimated that one of every three 


married persons between the ages of 25 and 35 and 
who were married in 1975 will end their first 
marriage in divorce if current trends continue 


—The college enrollment of women ages 25 to 35 


has doubled since 1970 to 940,000 in 1976, meaning 
more older women are going back to school 


—Almost half of the women age 16 and over are 


m the labor force, compared to 43 per cent in 1970 
and 38 per cent in 1960. At the same time, 78 per 
cent of men age 16 and over were in the labor 
force in 1976, compared with 80 per cent in 1970 
and 83 per cent in I960. 


The report says employment in most white 


collar and service occupations has grown steadily 
since 1974, but employment in blue cellar oc- 
cupations did not recover fully from losses 
experienced between 1974 and 1975 


The report says that the median family income, 


measured in constant purchasing power, declined 
by 3 per cent in 1975 from the 1974 level as infla- 
tion outstripped wage increases. The median 
family income in constant dollars was $13,720 in 
1975, or about $360 less than in 1974 


About 12 per cent of the population, or 26 million 


persons, was below the poverty line of $5,500 for a 
nonfarm family of four in 1975. That compares 
with about 11 per cent in 1974 and 22 per cent in 
1959. 


Between 1970 and 1976, the population in 


metropolitan areas increased by 4 per cent while 
it grew by 8 per cent in nonmetropolitan areas, 
the figures show. 


The largest numerical population increases 


were in Florida which grew by 1.6 million, 
California which grew by 15 million and Texas 
which grew by 1.3 million 


Also, the figures show that the black population 


in the suburbs has been increasing faster than the 
white population there It increased on an annual 
rate of about 5.2 per cent for blacks and about 1 4 
percent for,whites. 


The Census Bureau said much of the data for its 


report came from an annual demographic survey 
for social and economic characteristics of the 
population. It involves a survey of 50.000 
households instead of the 73 million households 
the Census Bureau surveys every ten yars. 


The new population survey also include infor- 


mation from various government branches, such 
as the Labor Department

Congress asked to write ethical standards for administration 
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Washington (4Pj — President Carter called 


on Congress Tuesday to write tough new 
ethical standards for the executive branch and 
to provide for possible appointment of a tern 
porarv special prosecutor to deal with an> 
future Watergate-style scandal 


Carter also called for creation of a new 


ethics office in the Civil Service Commission to 
nde herd on standards of conduct inside the 
executive branch 


There were indications that most of the 


barriers that have blocked such legislation in 
the past have been removed and key legislators 
predicted such a bill will become law this year 


Justice Department officials testified in 


favor of the Carter proposals before the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Committee and Chair- 
man Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn , said that for 
the First time the House, Senate and ad- 


ministration appear to be in close harmony 


"There appears to be every reason to hope it 


would be-successful," Ribicoff said 


Both the House and the Senate adopted new 


ethics codes this year for their own respective 
chambers Those codes do not provide for 
criminal sanctions and the strongest penalties 
are censure or expulsion 


Carter called for the following proposals to 


be made law with criminal sanctions to deal 
with conflicts of interest or abuse of the public 
trust by executive branch officials 


—Empower a special court to appoint a tem- 


porary special prosecutor to handle any 
senous allegation of misconduct against high 
ranking executive branch officials The court 
would consist of a panel of federal judges in the 
District of Columbia Such a prosecutor could 


be removed only for "extraordinary im- 
propriety or incapacity 


—Create a new office of government ethics 


in the U S Civil Service Commission 


—Require all policy-making officials to dis- 


close publicly all income, gifts, assets, 
liabilities, financial transactions, and positions 
held in business and 
professional 


organizations Present: law requires 
policymakers to file statements of financial in- 
terest but these are not disclosed to the public 


—Bar former government officials from 


making informal as well as formal contacts 
with the agencies that once employed them for 
two years, rather than the present one year, if 
the matters involved had been under bis 
responsibility 


Carter said that the director of the new 


government ethics office would issue ethical' 


guidelines, recommend needed legal changes, 
propose conflict of interest regulations and 
monitor compliance 


Carter endorsed legislation now pending in 


the Senate to create a temporary special 
prosecutor with the authority to investigate 
anyone in government from the President on 
down 


Such a prosecutor would be insulated from 


political or high-level interference and could 
be removed only on a judicial finding of 
'extraordinary impropriety or incapacity," 
Carter said 


"This approach will eliminate all 


appearance of high-level interference in sen- 
sitive investigations and prosecutions," the 
President said ' "The American people must be 
assured that no one, regardless of position, is 
above the law "

Los Angeles — Major energy savings 


may result from widespread use of the 
"controlled torque motor," according 
to its inventor. 


He said that it reduced electrical con- 


sumption by as much as 20% while 
producing the same power output as 
conventional electrical motors. 


Cravens L. Wanlass, an electrical 


engineer and former director of elec- 
tronics research for the Philco Corp., 
developed the motor, which, he said, 
can be used in everything from 
household appliances to industrial in- 
stallations. 


Tests by the Southern California 


Edison Co. Indicate that motors con- 
verted to the Wanlass design were 10 to 
18% more efficient than existing 
motors. He estimated that if, half a 
billion electric motors were converted 
to his design, the United States could 
save at least a million barrels of oil a 
day. 


The inventor said in his design he 


moved away from the standard 
technology developed in the late 1800s 
by Nikola Telsa, a European 
researcher. 


Wanlass said his motor used more 


capacitors, devices that store energy in 
the motor, than conventional motors. 
He added that he had made his motor 
more efficient by changing the way the 
copper wiring was wound. 


Production of the new units may be 


years away, however. Wanlass said 
that he had shown his invention to 
several motor manufacturers, but they 
had turned him down because of a dis- 
agreement over an arrangement on 
confidentiality. 


"I didn't want to give up any of my 


rights to the process," he added. 


Conversion of conventional motors to 


the torque principle could be easily ac- 
complished, be said, estimating that it 
would cost $30 to $40 to retrofit a one- 
horsepower motor with his invention. 


The torque motor has particular 


significance in California because new 
regulations governing the efficiency of 
household appliances will become 
effective later this year. 


Appliance manufacturers have said 


that they would be unable to meet the 
standards because they lack the 
technology. Wanlass said that if they 
adopted his motor, they would have no 
trouble.

Schlesinger says most people 
able to absorb higher costs 


Washington (AP) — White House energy ad- 


viser James R. Schlesinger gave President 
Carter's energy program a formal send-off in 
Congress on Tuesday, claiming most 
Americans will be able to absorb the higher 
energy costs. 


While the President's program might have 


some initial adverse effect on the economy, 
Schlesinger said, its long-run Impact would be 
minimal and would avert a future economic 
crisis. 


"Unless we get on with the job, we're going 


to have a disaster," Schlesinger told the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources Committee. 


Schlesinger's appearance marked the first 


time an administration official has testified on 
the energy program since the President un- 
veilled it April 20 at a joint House-Senate ses- 
sion. 


Committee Chairman Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., predicted favorable action on "most of 
those parts of the program which will come to 
this committee." But he said the administra- 
tion must first provide "convincing answers" 
to how much actual energy would be saved by 
the plan and what it will cost the economy. 


Schlesinger said that while the higher energy 


costs called for by the legislation would be 
passed on to consumers in the form of higher 
prices for a variety of products, some of this 
will be offset by an expected rise in per capita" 
income. 


"In terms of real income, there will be no 


reduction" in Americans' buying power, 
Schlesinger said. However, he added, "we are 
going to some extent change the style of 
American life." 


He also noted that some of the higher costs 


would be directly returned to Americans 
through the program's proposed system of 
direct tax rebates and tax incentives. 


Schlesinger urged Congress to consider the 


program — which contains 103 separate pieces 
of legislation — as "a complex whole" and not 
to pick it apart piece by piece or focus only on 
the most controversial aspects. 


He said the plan was carefully tailored to 


"distribute benefits and burdens equitably" 
and that Congress should not attempt to alter 
this basic thrust. 


In three hours of testimony, Schlesinger 


repeatedly defended perhaps the most con- 
troversial element of the program: the standby 
gasoline tax. 


"What it will help to do is alter the ingrained 


taste of the American people" Schlesinger 
said. 


The tax would be levied in yearly five-cent a 


gallon increments beglning in 1979, up to a 
maximum of SO cents a gallon, if gasoline con- 
sumption rises above specified federal targets. 


Schlesinger predicted a "50 per cent to 60 per 


cent chance the tax might be-imposed" in any 
given year, but noted that Americans could 
avoid it by using less gas. "This represents the 
type of challenge Americans have been so 
successful in meeting in the past and will likely 
meet in the future," Schlesinger said. 


But committee members generally 


expressed skepticism. Sen. Dale Bumpers, D- 
Ark., told Schlesinger the tax "is a patently un- 
fair method of trying to conserve energy." 


Meanwhile, congressional Democratic 


leaders reportedly told Carter at a White 
House breakfast that the gas tax proposal 
might have a better chance of passage if he 
scrapped the idea of giving tax revenues back 
to Americans in toe form of rebates. 


Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., said the con- 


gressional leaders proposed that the money be 
used instead for a range of transportation 
programs and research into alternative forms 
of energy. 
, 


Cranston said the President listened to the 


suggestions, but made no commitment. 


Federal Reserve Board chairman Arthur 


Burns said Carter's energy program will 
"cause turmoil in the economy" in the short- • 
run, but might work out over a long period of 
time.

Khaalis and 11 Hanafi followers are indicted 


Washington (AP) — A'federal grand jury 


Tuesday indicted Hamaas Abdul Khaalis and 
11 Hanafi Moslem followers on charges of first- 
degree felony murder, conspiracy to kidnap 
and armed assault in the March 9 seizure of 
three buildings and more than 130 hostages in 
the District of Columbia. 


The murder charge — against all defendants 


— resulted from the shooting of 22-year-old 
Maurice Williams, a reporter for radio station 
WHUR, at Washington's City hall, one of the 
buildings occupied by the Hanafis during the 
38-hour seizure. 


The 32-count indictment returned by the 


grand jury charged each defendant with con- 
spiracy to commit armed kidnaping, first- 
degree felony murder pi Williams, second- 
degree murder of Williams, armed assault 
with intent to kill City Councilman Marion S. 
Barry and others, assault with a dangerous 
weapon, and 24 counts of armed kidnaping. 


The grand jury figured the kidnaping charge 


on the basis of eight hostages at each of the 
three buildings, which also included the- 
Islamic Mosque and B'nai B'rith headquarters.

Death penalty abolitionists 
see hope in delaying tactics 


The proposal to abolish the death 


penalty in Nebraska sprang back to life 
this week, but a decision on its ultimate 
fate will be delayed until next year. 


A delay in disposing of the measure 


is about all opponents of capital punish- 
ment can hope for. The public mood 
shifts on this emotional issue and for the 
moment revenge seems to be riding the 
high tide. 


There also seems to be considerable 


concern at this stage for the victims of 
criminals, a concern we share and think 
appropriate but one having nothing to do 
with the arguments for or against U}e 
death penalty. The two issues are un- 
related but somehow have gotten mixed 
together, the result being that a good 
many people feel that stiffer 
punishments — in this case death — for 
the criminal will somehow provide 
greater benefits for the victim. 


Emotion tends to blur distinctions 


and dimmish the opportunity for rational 
argument. Whether putting the abolition 
legislation in a state of suspended 
animation until the next session con- 
venes some eight months from now will 
put all the issues in their proper perspec- 
tive remains to be seen. We do think, 
however, that public support for 
executions will not appreciably diminish 
in the meantime. 


The bill to abolish the death penalty 


in Nebraska was killed a week ago by a 
one-vote margin. It was reconsidered 


and revived this week but sponsoring 
Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha had to 
agree to a compromise proposal to hold 
it at first stage floor consideration until 
the second week of the 1978 legislative 
session. Chambers admitted not having 
enough votes to pass the measure but he 
saw some advantages in the delay — 
which at least keeps the bill alive, in- 
stead of requiring'new legislation and ad- 
ditional hearings. Chambers thinks a live 
bill will give death penalty opponents a 
"psychological advantage" in attemp- 
ting to gather public support for aboli- 
tion. Ke also thinks tnat because the 
Legislature is still considering the bill, 
no executions should be allowed in 
"Nebraska. Four prisoners are under the 
death sentence here. 


The pending legislation may delay 


executions, but we're not optimistic 
about any great change in public mood. 
We have consistently held to the position 
that the state,'in a supposedly 
enlightened age, should not be reduced to 
criminal behavior of the most ghastly 
consequences. But figuratively 
speaking, when the question "should the 
state kill" is put to the public, the 
"ayes" seem to have it.

Council to dim lights 


The Lincoln City Council is apparent- 


ly determined that city government take 
the lead in conservation efforts by cut- 
ting down on energy use in a manner peo- 
ple are certain to notice. 


Although the council probably will 


not declare a moratorium on streetlight 
installation while new, lower lighting 
standards are developed, members in- 
dicated they would actively pursue 
various methods of reducing street 
lighting energy consumption. They also 
will judge the effects of reducing levels .,' 
of illumination. The council has set a 
goal, tentatively, of reducing the amount 
of energy consumed by street lights by 
50%. 


That is a commendable goal. If 


through the use of revised standards and 


more energy-efficient equipment the 
electricity consumption of street lighting 
could be halved, not only would a con- 
siderable amount of power be conserved, 
but the effects should be noticeable and 
should serve as an example to commer- 
cial and residential electric customers. 


The need, of course, is to conserve 


all forms of energy. 


A new insulation code is now winding 


its way through the city legislative mill. 
That would set new standards for private 
property owners. 


Local government will be looking at 


other areas where it can also provide the 
example for energy conservation. Cut- 
ting down on street lighting within 
acceptable limits will be one of the most 
effective measures.

Surprise for reformers 


-' New York — It's at least candid of Presi- 
dent Carter and Joseph A. Califano, the 
secretary of health, education and welfare, to 
admit that reforming the welfare program 
has turned out to be a more complex problem 
than Carter pictured it in his campaign. 


That's apparently the main reason they 


have advanced only a general statement of 
welfare reform principle* rather than the 
detailed legislative proposal they had seemed 
to promise. "I've been surprised at the dif- 
ficulty of it" Carter toW a Democratic Party 
group, and Califano said to the Washington 
Press Gub: 


•'I have come to appreciate that any 


welfare reform proposal must rest on 
excruciatingly different choices on which op- 
posing views are often intensely held." 


More surprising than these statements is 


the implication that two men broadly 
experienced in politics and welfare problems 
came to lee the political difficulties ot 
welfare reform only AFTER they tackled it 
Why should either have expected anything 
else? 


Any ma jor reform of an existing program 


or institution, after all, will run bead-oo into 
conflicting interests and vatae*. as well as 
those who sincerely believe the propoMd 
reforms will only make things wone — not to. 
mention those who have a voted Mere* to 
the statos qoo. 


Take the Carter administration's 


changes in UK food stamp prugiatu, for we • 
good example. By etteunating tk* require- !- 
rnent for a cash payment on tke stamps, and 
allotting a family only a net amonat of 
stamps equal to their total eligibility minis 
what their cash payment wook) have been, 
the Carter reform would make abovt 2.S 
million people newly eligible for food stamps 
— persons not now able to put op the cash. 


On the other hand, by substituting a stan- 


dard deduction for a confusing computation 
of itemized deductions presently o*ed to 
determine a family's eligibility, the ad- 
ministration would cot from the food stamp 
program perhaps 1 5 million persons, many 
of them as needy as those being added Most 
of those to be cut live in the Northeast or in 
other high-rent high utility-cost areas where 
itemized deductions would be larger than the 
new standard deduction, using only the stan- 
dard deduction, these families will no longer 
fall below the income eligibility level . 


Thus, one worthwhile move — 


r&rnimtmg the cash i«juirerocit - adds 
presently ineligible people to the plan; 
Metier worthwhile step - fUeambmng ad- 


ministration — cuts people off. Tkere is 
Senate opposition, moreover, led by Herman 
Talmadge of Georgia, to dropping tke cash 
requirement because he and otters fear the 
poor will fritter away their cash if they aren't 
forced to spend it on food stamps. And in the 
Houae. Carter is opposing an amendment to 
rescue many, of those being cut off by the 
sUndartfdedwetion plan, it would add S82 
million to the 1100 million annual increase be 
has budgeted for food stamp reform. 


Such problems are seldom simple. In 


another aspect of the many-sided welfare 
debate, the Carter administration is suppor- 
ting a naeffll mMswe sponsored by Rep.

Consumer protection agency 
fights back under Carter 


Washington — During the Republican years, the Big 


Business barons killed, embalmed and buried the Consumer 
Protection Agency, which would have become a statutory 
Ralph Nader to plague them. But the Carter administration 
has produced new signs of life in the agency. 


This has brought business lobbyists swarming over 


Capitol Hill in great alarm. They have been dispatched to 
Washington by the Chamber of Commerce, the Business 
Roundtable and the National Association of Manufacturers. 
This time they intend to make sure the corpse is dead. 


The great corporate plot against the consumer agency 


has also brought together ex-President Richard Nixon's 
loyal aide Bryce Harlow and special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski in an awkward union. Harlow is now a trouble 
shooter for Procter and Gamble, the soapmakers. Jaworski, 
back in private practice, represents the Business Round- 
table. 


The Consumer Protection Agency, wrote Jaworski, 


"would be vested with authority so broad that it would easily 
be turned to the political advantage of those who control it." 
He warned that "there are no checks sufficient to harness 
that authority," that the consumer chief "could not be 
checked by the President" and, indeed, that the proposed 
agency would have the "potential for disruption of our 
political system." 


If the threat to our political system weren't alarming 


enough. Jaworski added this telling point: The consumer 
czar "would have a far greater opportunity to influence 
public opinion than most members of Congress." 


Actually, the consumer agency would have no regulatory 


power, limited .authority, and a modest SIS million budget. 
This is millions less than the combined annual budget of the 
three Big Business groups now lobbying against the con- 
sumers. 


The proposed agency would simply be an advocate for 


the consumers inside the government, with the right to seek 
judicial review of agency decisions. Ralph Nader's Congress 
Watch has prepared a letter to congressmen citing the kind 
of intervention that could be expected from the consumer 
agency. Here are excerpts from the letter, which will be put 
in the mails this week: 


—The 1972 Soviet wheat deal cost the American con- 


sumers an estimated SI billion. "The direct cost of un- 
necessary subsidies was $300 million." the let'jr charges. 
"In addition, consumers paid enormous indirect costs in- 
cluding higher prices for bread and flour-bued products, in- 
creased prices for beef, pork, poultry, eggs and dairy 
products due to higher costs for feed grains." The Consumer 
Prelection Agency, if it had existed, could lave participated 
in the decision and "perhaps averted the kisses suffered by 
consumers and farmers. 


—The National Science Foundation spent|M,000 to learn 


why people fall in love. Three other federal agencies 
joined together to spend 600,000 to research why monkeys 
clench their jaws. Meanwhile, tbe National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration requested S2.9 million to build housing 
for 900 pounds of moon rocks. According to the Nader group, 
a consumer agency could challenge these dubious expen- 
ditures. 


-In 1970. Congress authorized the Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration to childproof hazardous household substances. 
Yel it look the FDA two years to prepare an order 
prescribing aspirin bottle caps that children couldn't open. 
Meanwhile, some 800 small children were poisoning 
themselves with aspirin each month The Nader group 
claims that over 25.000 aspirin poisonings could have been 
prevented if a consumer agency had been on the job. 


In the showdown over the proponed agency, it will be in- 


teresting to see whether the Big Business lobby has more 
clout with Congress than President Carter.

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House to authorize 
$4 billion job program 


Washington (AP) — Congress completed action Tuesday on 


the first of President Carter's economic stimulus programs 
when the House agreed to authorize a $4 billion public works 
jobs program 


Sponsors said at least 300,000 jobs would be created in 


public works projects such as construction of hospitals, jails, 
schools and roads, and predicted thousands more jobs would be 
created indirectly 


The House passed the bill by a vote of 335 to 77. 
Both the House and the Senate already have passed legisla- 


tion providing the actual funds to carry out the new economic 
stimulation program but differences in those two ap- 
propriations bills must be worked out by a conference com- 
mittee The House appointed its conferees Tuesday 


The Commerce Department already has agreed to quickly 


adopt necessary regulations on how the money will be used so 
that funds can begin flowing during the height of this year's 
summer construction season

New York - In a schedule that is to be frequently marked 


by multipart movies and adaptations of novels, NBC-TV next 
fall will introduce eight new weekly series, most of them one- 
hour dramas involving little or no violence. 


The network has also acquired "Bionic Woman," a series 


that had rated in the top 10 last season, which ABC dropped 
from its schedule a week ago. 


Among the programs that will be discontinued next fall are 


••Columbo," "MacMillan" and "McCloud," which have rotated 
with "The Sunday Mystery Movie," "Baa Baa Black Sheep" 
and "Kingston: Confidential." 


"Police Story" and "Emergency" will no longer be carried 


as weekly series, but will appear in the schedule periodically in 
the iorm of two-hour movies. "Best Sellers" has also been dis- 
banded as a series, but the serialized novels that it had carried 
will be dispersed over various nights of the week. 


The new series include "Off the Wall," a situation comedy 


set in a college dormitory, and "What Really Happened to the 
Class of '65?" drawn from a book by Michael Medved and David 
Wallechnisky, about the changing lives of 30 classmates in the 
dozen years after their high school graduation. George Roy 
Hill, who directed the movie, "The Sting," will be the executive 
producer of "Class of 'fi5." 


The comedian, Richard Pryor, will star in a weekly variety 


show, and Rod Taylor will star in a new Western, "Oregon 
Trail." Tony Roberts will be featured with Squire Fridell and 
Jane Elliott in a courtroom drama, "Rosetti and Ryan." 


NBC has also added a quasi-science-fiction show, "Man 


from Atlantis:" a family serial filmed in Hawaii, "Big 
Hawaii," and a series about two young motorcycle officers, 
"C.H.I.P.S." 


Among the books to be serialized next season are James T. 


Farrell's "Studs Lonigan," Aldous Huxley's "Brave New 
World," Conrad Richter's "Awakening Land" and William 
Goldman's "Boys and Girls Together." 


Others will be Arthur Hailey's novel "Wheels." Burt 


Hirschfield's "Aspen" and Harold Robbins's "79 Park 
Avenue." Many of these will be played over two or three con- 
secutive nights. 


One of the network's major movie specials next fall is to be 


"The Godfather Saga," a new version by Francis Ford Coppola 
of his two motion pictures. Coppola has interwoven the two and 
incorporated footage that was cut out of the theatrical versions. 
The "Saga" is expected to be presented over three nights. 
Arledge wins struggle 


New York (AP) — The appointment of Roone Arledge as 


president of ABC news and sports precipitated an internal 
struggle with worried news executives who feared his spec- 
tacular innovations in sports coverage might bring a show 
business element into the news. 


But the struggle "was completely resolved in Arledge's 


favor" by the time the new post was announced Monday, accor- 
ding to informed network sources, and the 45-year-old TV sports 
wonderman now has total authority over the future shape and 
style of ABC news. 


News executives reportedly backed an attempt by outgoing 


news chief William Sheehan to have continuing access to ABC 
president Frederick Pierce ven if Arledge became overall boss 
of the division. They thought this might help control any overly 
theatrical plans by the man who created the "Wide World of 
Sports" in 1961 and who introduced the instant replay, stop- 
action and slow motion camera techniques to sports reporting. 


But Arledge was given both the title and the power, with 


Sheehan his subordinate. When the new appointments were an- 
nounced an ABC network news editor grumbled to his 
colleagues, "now the new ABC symbol is going to be a 
jockstrap."

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Laetrile 
audience 
partisan 


Kansas City (AP) - The 


American Medical Association 
told a public hearing on 
Laetrile Tuesday that the sub- 
stance is worthless, but a 
Laetrile supporter drew cheers 
from the partisan audience 
saying: 


"You people in authority 


consider all toe rest of us as a 
bunch of dummies," 


The Laetrile supporter was 


Glen L. Rutherford, 60, of Con- 
way Springs. Kan., a folk hero 
to the Laetrile proponents 
whose court action forced the 
federal Food and Drug Admin- 
istration to hold the hearing. 


"You set yourself up as God 


and Jesus Christ all rolled into 
one," Rutherford told the hear- 
ing. "Only my creator, God, 
has the right to tell me how to 
die." 


And, speaking of organized 


medicine's opposition to the 
use of Laetrile, Rutherford 
drew more applause and 
cheers by saving, "They are 
guilty of premeditated murder 
in the first degree." 


Rutherford's testimony con- 


tinued the emotional tone of 
the hearing on the legal and 
scientific status of the alleged 
anticancer substance. 


Laetrile, also known as am- 


ygdalin and Vitamin B-17, has 
been promoted as a cancer 
cure for some 25 years and is 
now being hailed by its sup- 
porters as a cancer preven- 
tative. It is a chemical that oc- 
curs naturally in the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter 
almonds. 


The hearing comes at a time 


when there is an upsurge of ac- 
tivity about Laetrile. The 
Florida Senate voted Monday 
to allow doctors to administer 
Laetrile, following a vote by 
the Indiana legislature last 
Saturday to allow the use of 
Laetrile. Alaska also has 
decriminalized its use. 


But Dr. William R. Barclay, 


editor of the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion, told the hearing that the 
AMA "views Laetrile as in- 
effective in the treatment of 
cancer." 


"We believe," Barclay said, 


"that experts qualified by sci- 
entific training and experience 
to evaluate the safety and ef- 
fectiveness of drugs are vir- 
tually unanimous in their 
recognition of the ineffec- 
tiveness of Laetrile for the 
treatment of cancer." 


Rutherford, however, had 


the Laetrile supporters on his 
side when he argued that 
cancer is caused by poor nutri- 
tion and that Laetrile is the 
answer to the problem. 


The FDA says it has found no 


evidence that Laetrile can pre- 
vent or cure cancer. The 
proponents of the substance 
say Laetrile is not a drug but 
rather a vitamin, and 
therefore should not be subject 
to federal drug laws. 


Two schools 
are reopened 
in Kansas City 


Kansas City (AP) - The 


Kansas City School District 
opened two high schools 
Tuesday for the first time 
since a teachers" strike started 
March 21 and announced plans 
to open four more Wednesday. 


Meanwhile, the Central 


Labor Council announced plans 
for a demonstration Friday in 
downtown Kansas City in sup- 
port of the teachers. Labor is 
expected to urge the school dis- 
trict to resume negotiation 
with the teachers. Talks broke 
down March 31. 


A spokesman said George 


Meany, AFL-CIO president, 
was expected to participate in 
the demonstration outside the j 
Jackson County Courthouse, 
where two teachers are ser- 
ving jail terms for violation of 
a no-strike order. 


The demonstration bad been 


planned for Wednesday, but a 
labor official said it was 
changed to Friday morning to 
coincide with an appearance 
by Meany at the AFL-CIO 
Union Indsstnes Snow. 


Don E. Waterman, executive 


secretary-treasurer of the Cen- 
tral Labor Council said no 
general strike has been called 
but Oat union workers in the 
metropolitan area were urged 
to take sick leave or other per- 
sonal time available to par- 
ticipate in the demonstration. 
He said 8,000 to 10.000 workers 
were expected.

Those simple, but meaningful, words 


on a wall hanging — the first thing you 
see in the sparsely furnished office — set 
the mood for getting to know Vaughn 
Robertson, counselor 


Robertson is out to undo the negatives 


that Lincoln kids have learned 


The young man, casual in blue jeans 


and knit shirt, discussed his job 


"What don t I do9" he asked 


rhetorically "I do run into kids that real- 
ly have problems I try not to be a truant 
officer or authority figure I want to be a 
friend and show them the things they can 
do if they think positively " 


Robertson is the new Malone 


Community Center counselor hired to 
work with youngsters in the Malone and 
Clinton areas'' kids who, for whatever 
reason, get into trouble .. at home, at 
school, m their neighborhoods 


Funds for the Malone counseling 


program, housed in a spare room at 
Grace United Methodist Church, <?ere 
provided through a Lincoln Foundation 
grant 


"It wasn t too long ago I was right 


there where they're at," Robertson said 
He hasn't forgotten his youth 


"I was no angel," recalled Robertson, 


23 He led the first high school walkout m 
his districts history That was in 
Wichita Falls, Tex Robertson organized 


a student protest over the cancellation of 
a black history week program 


As a high school sophomore, he was 


"caught up in busing " His new $16 
million black high school was closed and, 
sent lo another school with new faces, he 
saw his chances as a star football player 
dimmed 


"I learned how to play their ball," 


Robertson said But chances for a foot- 
ball scholarship were slight 


Through chance and positive thinking, 


plus a good friend, the breaks went his 
way and he wound up with a four-year 
scholarship to Southeast Oklahoma 
University in Durant where he earned a 
bachelor s degree in education and a 
master's in behavioral studies, guidance 
and counseling 


"There s a fine line between" 


delinquency and two degrees,' Robert- 
son said 


Now be wants to help Lincoln 


youngsters be on the right side of that 
hne 


Robertson deals with the kids on their 


own turf, on their own terms 


He nses at 6 a m and rounds up some 


of his young friends to transport them to 
school "I know if I don't get them there, 
they won't go," he explained 


He cruises the streets of Lincoln m the 


Malone Center van, keeping an eye out 
for potential trouble When he sees kids 
on the streets, he stops and talks, even- 
tually discovering why they're there 


His counseling is not restricted to 


blacks "Hey, I ve worked with people,' 
be exclaimed "Blacks, Chicanos, low- 


mcomed . . . more whites than any 
other " 


Before coming to Lincoln, he worked 


in a trio of Health, Education and 
Welfare Department programs — 
Upward Bound, Oklahoma Talent Search 
and Special Services for Disadvantaged 
Students 


Lincoln youths "most definitely' have 


problems Robertson said "I can see 
where they re going and they're going no 
where' 


"There are problems with positive 


modeling," said the counselor "Kids' 
don t have any leaders 
Nine- to 12- 


year olds "look up to the juniors and 
seniors The problem is what good is it to 
look up to these guys when they miss 
class or are constantly down m Juvenile 
Court9 


If a kid s having problems m school it s 


' not enough to tell him he ought to be in 
school, he said "You have to provide 
options 
continuing in school, enrolling 


at the Lincoln Learning Center or getting 
a general education diploma ' You have 
to do what s best for the kid, yet not 
make decisions for°him 


If they have nothing to do they re 


going to get in trouble," he said "So he s 
setting up activities that will keep them 
busy, creatively and positively — ac- 
tivities such as a Boy Scout troop and a 
Big Brother-Big Sister program 


I'm here to help people work out their 


own problems The results may not be 
seen today, a year from now or five 
years from now But I say right on no 
matter how long it takes 
just so 


something happens

That's the come-on that keeps 


modern-day barnstormer Richard 
Bach in spending money. Not that he 
needs it, after the success of his novel 
"Jonathan Livingston Seagull." 


But, the same thing that keeps Bach 


flying, also keeps him writing. In 
answer to the proverbial, "What are 
you going to write next, Richard?" 
Bach broke down and created 
"Illusions." 


His latest is the story of a 


somewhat reluctant, modern day 
messiah. who came from the airplane 
Shops of Indiana to breathe new life 
into the lost souls who were tired of 
watching the winged flight of 
Jonathan. 


The story line is simple: Bach is 


flying over a typical Midwest farm 
field in his trusty Fleet biplane, when 
he looks down on a sleek Travel Air 


4000 biplane that draws him down out 
of the clouds like a magnet. 


Donald Shimoda is resting in the 


hay beside the beautiful craft. Bach 
strikes up a friendship with Don and 
is only slightly amazed when the 
latter makes a wrench float in the air. 


This anti-gravity trick, coupled 


with the fact that the Travel Air has 
no bugs on its windshield, lead to a lot 
of questions, questions which are 
finally answered when Don gives 
Bach a book," Messiah's Handbook, 
Reminders for the Advanced Soul."

1973, Bach and a film crew spent 
some time at the Tecumseh, Neb., 
airport, filming parts of "The Great 
Waldo Pepper," a movie about a gyp- 
sy pilot. Bach did all of the airplane 
work for the movie, and in so doing, 
familiarized himself with the airways 
and the people ways, of which he 
writes.

Tbe correct play at this point 


is the four of diamonds, aid if 
you make this play yon mate 
the contract. In order to ap- 
preciate the importance of the 
diamond play, let's assume 
instead that you play a club to 
dummy at trick three for the 
purpose of leading another 
trump toward your king. 


East would go up with the ace 


and return a diamond to part- 
ner's ace. And West, having 
observed his partner's high-low 
in clubs to show a doubleton, 
would return a club. East ruffs 
to bring the defense its third 
trick, plays, the king cf 
diamonds, and 
eventually 


scores his king of hearts to put 
the contract down one. 


Bat if yon lead a diamond at 


trick three, you forestall the 
dub ruff. The direct purpose of 
the diamond play is to break 
East-West communication in 
that suit before a ruff situation 
in clubs can develop. 


Once yon lead the diamond, 


the defense collapses. East 
probably wins the trick and 
returns the deuce of clubs, ( 
completing his high-low, but he 
then has no way to put West on 
lead later for a third round of 
dubs. 


It might seem, at first blush, 


that the early diamond play is 
pointless. However, it's the kind 
of play that almost any declarer 
who recognizes the one out-1 
standing threat to the contract 
would make. To plunge ahead, 
without trying to bead off the 
potential dub ruff, amounts to 
acknowledging a failure to plan 
the play of the hand as a whole.

New York — Americans 


spent almost $2.6 billion on 
U.S. Savings Bonds in the first 
three months of this year. 
That's the largest amount ever 
purchased during this period 
since the days of World War II. 
The number of families now 
owning bonds has been es- 
timated at around 25 million. 


It used to be that you had to 


hold a Series E bond for at 
least six months before ear- 
ning interest, but Congress 
recently changed that. Savers 
are now guaranteed an annual 
rate of 47o if they hold for as 
little as two months. The 
longer you hold, the higher the 
yield until, after five years, 
you're earning at 6% com- 
pounded semi-annually. Six 
percent is then paid until 
maturity. 


Savers can generally get a 


higher yield by putting their 
money somewhere else. For 
example, a savings bank or 
savings and loan would pay 
5 
V4% on passbook savings from 
the first day, and 7'/4 to 7%% 
on five-year term accounts. 
Nevertheless, there are some 
reasons for choosings savings 
bonds instead. 


In the first place, there are 


tax advantages. You pay 
federal income taxes on the in- 
terest earned, but are com- 
pletely exempt from state and 
local income or personal 
property taxes. That makes 
the net, after-tax yield, higher 
than it first appears. 


If your tax bracket is 


relatively low and your state 
and local tax burden small, you 
will probably get more after 
taxes from a term savings ac- 
count. But higher bracket 
taxpayers, living in a heavily 
taxed area, may actually get 
more from a 6% savings bond. 


With Series E bonds, you can 


also put off paying federal in- 
come taxes for years, even a 
lifetime. The interest is ac- 
cumulated in the bond a'nd you 
don't have to report it until the 
bond is cashed in or until it 
reaches final maturity. At that 
point, the interest is taxable in 
your current bracket. 
" This is particularly valuable 
if you're saving for retirement. 
You pay no taxes of any kind 
during working years, when 
your tax bracket may be quite 
high. If you redeem the bonds 
after retirement, your bracket 
probably will be quite a bit' 
lower, so the tax due could be 
quite small. Higher bracket 
retirees might prefer to make 
a tax-free conversion to H 
bonds, which pay 6% interest 
as current income. 


If you expect to cash in the 


bonds before retirement, 
however, it would probably be 
better to pay taxes each year 
on the interest earned. This is 
because your tax bracket in the 
future, or when the bonds are 
redeemed, likely will be higher 
than it is today. To pay taxes 
currently, simply report the in- 
crease in value of your E bonds 
on the federal income tax 
return each year, even though 
you haven't actually received 
the income. 


It's also smart to report in- 


terest currently on a bond 
owned by a child. Since he 
probably earns too little to pay 
taxes, the .annual increase in 
value will then be entirely tax- 
free. If, on the other hand, you 
deferred the tax and he cashed 
the bond in when he grew up, 
he'd owe taxes in his bracket 
on all the interest earned. It's 
easy to report interest current- 
ly for a child. Just the a tax 
return the first year he owns 
the bond and never again, as 
long as he continues to owe no 
taxes. 


Another advantage to owning 


savings bonds is that you can 
earn 6V interest on a relative- 
ly small amount of money. It 
costs only $18.75 to buy a $25 
Series E bond. A bank or 
savings and loan wouldn't pay 
any more than 5 or S1^ on 
that small acount of money 
(although you might be able to 
get 6'7 if you belonged to a 
credit union i. To get a high- 
interest term account you need 
at least $1.000. 


Convenience is another fac- 


tor. The majority of bonds are 
bought Uirough payroll savings 
plans, which let you deduct as 
httle as $1.25 from your 
paycheck every week to be put 
toward a bond purchase. At 
many banks, you can arrange 
lo bin a bond a month, having 
the money automaUcally 
deducted from your checking 
account 


This is the most painless way 


of all to save money — by 
having someone else do it for 
you. If jus.t W7.50 were taken 
from your paycheck or 
checking account each month 
for a savings bond purchase, 
you'd have $30,699 at the end of 
15 years

Confused about charities 


Can you explain for me the difference between the 


March of Dimes and the Easter Seal Society? I know they 
are different but there seems to be some overlap. 


—Contributor, Lincoln. 


ACTION LINE: There is some degree of overlap in the 


sense that both organizations are concerned about crippled 
children. However, a March of Dimes spokesman explains 
that his organization is primarily involved in the prevention 
of birth defects through research and public education. In 
the early years of the March of Dimes, when the organiza- 
tion was working to overcome polio, there was a greater 
degree of direct patient service, he said. The Easter Seal 
Society of Nebraska still deals primarily in direct service to 
Nebraska's handicapped, covering services not provided by 
other agencies. In comparison to the March of Dimes, there 
is a great emphasis on direct service, or "hands-on" 
assistance. Of funds raised in Nebraska, 96% are used for 
services locally.

The doctor doesn't tell me much. He told 


me to get a medical bracelet and wear it 
all the time on trips, etc. Maybe you could 
print the address where I can get 
one.—Mrs. E. B. R. 


Twenty years is a long time to have a 


medical problem without having a fairly 
good idea about it. Basically, Von 
Willebrand's disease has to do with clot- 
ting of the blood. 


There are many elements responsible 


for clotting. Among them: blood platelets, 
calcium, vitamin C, and other substances 


is inherited bleeding disorder 


ACTION LINE: A Burlington Northern official reports 


work on a bypass to eliminate the crossing entirely. A bypass 
now under construction should be completed by this 
summer: ifc should eliminate part of the West 0 crossings.

Women sometimes feel that life is unfair to their M« in 1that 


men do not have the equivalent of a menopause. The Nebraska 
Medical Association says that is a debatable point. 


Certainly men as well as women experience a diminution in 


sex hormone secretions and a lessening of sexual activity. Con- 
tinual sexual enjoyment may be possible for women after it has 
ceased to be so for men. However, a happy love life is both 
possible and good for older people. Marriage for love and com- 
panionship-late in life has the full approval of psychiatrists. 


Menopause means simply the gradual lengthening of time 


between menstrual periods and intensity until menstruation 
ceases. The average age for the menopause is 44.5 years and a 
wide variation from this is perfectly normal. The Nebraska 
Medical Association points out that many symptoms commonly 
regarded as menopausal are due in part merely to the aging 
process. Most women are aware when menopausal changes are 
occurring and find little cause for alarm. Many couples 
welcome the release from the possibility of pregnancy. 


Florida businesses 
cater to old people 


Miami (AP) — With nearly 25% of its population over 64 years 


of age, Florida is a growth area for businesses that sell to old 
people. 


Health care, housing and funeral services are the biggest 


revenue producers. 


"A limited offer: *295. Burial for two," booms the headline of 


an ad for two Miami-area cemeteries. The company that 
operates the cemeteries has been offering the deal through 
radio spots and obituary page newspaper ads for several 
months. 


A Fort Lauderdale funeral home has a cremation special for 


$350. The offer does not include viewing or services. 


Many condominium developments pitch their advertising at 


the 1.7 million Floridians over 64, and the thousands of other 
senior citizens who settle in the state annually. Vizcaya 
Gardens, a development in Deerfield Beach, makes a point of 
saying that it has no stairs, and the Costa Del Sol townhouse 
development west of Miami appeals to oldsters with this line: 
"So the kids have finally left home. Now it's your turn — a new 
life at the country club." 


Health is probably an older person's major concern, but doc- 


tors and hospitals are forbidden to advertise. So health test ser- 
vices have sprung up in recent months to fill the void. 


The services offer a series of 12 tests, including blood tests, 


urinalysis, blood pressure, vision and hearing. The price is 
about $30. 


"Free offer," says one ad. "Pap smear or ... thyroid test. 


$9.50 to $12.00 value. With complete series ..." 


Medical associations have criticized the services, saying that 


only results are presented and those results are meaningless 
without interpretation by doctors. 


But the services maintain that many elderly people cannot af- 


ford the costs of doctor-administered tests, sometimes as high 
as $100 for the series. The services say that their tests can help' 
alert patients, and then their doctors, to problems. 


Social welfare agencies throughout Florida provide hot meals 


to many of the elderly. The programs — some of which deliver 
meals to the apartments of disabled old people — are funded 
with federal, state and local tax dollars, or through con- 
tributions. 


In the Miami area, four major programs deliver 569 meals a 


day. In addition, three privately-owned homemaking services 
do shopping and housework for about 1,100 elderly people. 


Entertainment is another area in which special deals have 


been arranged for the elderly. 


In recent years, stars such as Milton Berle, Sid Caesar and 


Rosemary Clooney have been making the rounds of con- 
dominium recreation halls. So many stars have been playing the 
condos that the circuit is being called "the high-rise borscht 
belt," a reference to the hotels in New York's Catskill moun- 
tains which used to attract that sort of entertainment. 


Condo residents often pay as little as $2.50 to see the shows. A 


star like Berle can make $10,000 for a 10-day tour.

St. Louis, not Lincoln, to get lab 


The federal meat and poultry inspection 


laboratory scheduled for construction in 
Lincoln will go to St. Louis, Mo., instead, 
Rep. Charles Thone said Tuesday. 


The lab is designed to provide better 


protection for consumers against the 
possibility of being sold diseased meat or 
poultry. The facility will have 30-35 
professional employes and generate a 
payroll of more than $1 million annually. 


In August of 1975, USDA announced that 


Lincoln had been chosen as the most 


favorable site, after a year of research. 


Thone said Lincoln offers better 


proximity to animal production, 
slaughtering, research and veterinary 
resources, and the 1972 Rural Develop- 
ment Act directs that federal facilities be 
located away from giant urban centers 
such as St. Louis and be directed toward 
agricultural centers such as Lincoln. 


"At' least hundreds of thousands of 


dollars have been wasted in moving the 
USDA lab from Lincoln to St. Louis," 


Thone said Tuesday. The wasted money, 
he said, included that spent by the 
Agriculture Department, by the General 
Service Administration and by the private 
entrepreneurs in Lincoln. 


"Several Lincoln firms bid in good faith, 


invested thousands of dollars of their own 
money and put in thousands of man hours 
seeking a contract for this facility," he 
said. "It's no wonder citizen&lose faith in 
their government when raw politics in- 
tervenes and treats health facilities as the 
spoils of politics."

Civic Center nixed; backers cite ballot listing

Lincoln voters who turned thumbs down on 


a proposed $7 million civic center may not 
have known what they were voting against, a 
backer of the center said Tuesday night. 


The bond issue, which would have financed 


construction of a 2,500-seat performing arts 
center'spanning the alley between the Old 
Federal Building and Old City Hall, was 
rejected by less than 600 votes Tuesday. 


"The wording (on the ballot) was a 


problem," said Art Thompson, executive 
.director of the Civic Center Corp., which 
leases the Old Federal Building to the city for 
$1 a year. "It wasn't the best." 


About H million would have gone towards 


construction of the arts center, while $3 million 
would have been used to renovate the two 
buildings, located on the block bounded by 9th, 


10th, 0 and P Streets, for use as city office 
space. 


"The words "civic center" were not used 


on the ballot, Thompson noted. Instead, the 
ballot told of a 17 million tab that taxpayers 
would have to foot in the future, he said. 


"It would have been more clear if the 


words 'civic center" were used," Thompson 
said. "But I guess it also would have been more 
clear for those who were against it." 


There was no apparent organized opposi- 


tion to the project, which proponents said 
would provide three-pronged benefits: attract 
arts to the city, provide 100,000 square feet of 
cheap office space, and preserve two buildings, 
(the city hall was built in 1874, and the federal 
building is over 70 years old). 


But Thompson wasn't blaming anyone on 


any lack of clarity in the ballot. 


"The city attorney had to follow certain 


procedures in writing it," he said. 


The Civic Center Corp. now much decide 


whether to again ask voters to approve the 
project, but that decision won't come for at 
least two or three weeks, Thompson said. 


"It's possible we will try again, but then 


we might not," Thompson speculated. 
"Everyone thought it would be best to sit on it 
for a little bit if it went down." 


If a decision is made not to seek another 


bond vote, the city will be given the option to 
buy the Old Federal Building for 1695,000 under 
terms of a three-year lease struck in 
November 1975. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis said the city would 


be wise to buy and renovate the building for of- 
fice space, with or without a performing arts 
center attached. 


"My own reaction is with the city's need 


for additional space ... we couldn't possibly 
go out and replace that space with an ad- 
ditional building without spending a great 
amount of money," the mayor said. 


Renovation costs have been estimated at 


$3.27 a square foot over a 20-year financing 
period, compared with the current $5-to-$8-per- 
foot downtown rent. Cost estimates of adding 
on to the County-City Building are $50-160 per 
square foot. 


Several city offices currently use about 40,- 


000 square feet of the federal building. 


Thompson said a fear of a tax increase, 


plus two "misunderstandings" also may have 
contributed to the center's defeat. 


One fear, a lack of downtown parking, was 


refuted by a city parking study which snowed 
between 2,300 and 3,300 spaces were available 
within walking distance of the center, be said. 


Thompson also disputed a claim that Lin- 


coln already has sufficient performing arts 
facilities. 


"That's like saying they already have nigh 


school football stadiums, so why do we need 
Memorial Stadium for the Cornhuskers," he 
said. 


Male, business image reflected in council winners

Lincoln voters homogenized their City 


Council Tuesday, electing two businessmen 
and ousting the council's only woman. 


The new council, to be officially sworn in 


May 16, may produce 5.-2 vote splits, as new 
members Joe Hampton and Leo Scherer are 
expected to join Bob Sikyla, Dick Baker and 
Steve Cook on many issues. 


On the other side of the split would be Bob 


Jeambey and John Robinson, an incumbent 
who won reelection. Incumbent supporter of 
Mayor Helen Boosalis, Sue Bailey, was 
defeated. 


The new council will likely vote to install 


Baker as the next council chairman, replacing 
Max Denney. who chose not to run for re- 
election. 


In the wake of the surprising returns, some 


candidates were characterizing the outcome as 


a vote against the administration of Mayor 
Boosalis.

Scherer said the outcome showed "people 


do not think everything is O.K. in the city and 
that people feel the Boosalis administration 
has not been responsive on important city 
issues." 


Robinson agreed to some degree, but he 


said he feels that "If we are to assume it was 
an anti-Boosalis vote, that points out clearly 
the sexism that lurks within the community." 


"If you're a male there's a presumption 


you're going to do right. If you're a female, 
there's a presumption you're going to mess 
up," Robinson said. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis, however, said that 


because of the closeness of the vote (only 735 
votes separate fourth-place Mrs. Bailey from 
leader Hampton) "it is difficult to know if it is 
an anti-Boosalis vote "

Wall joins incumbents 
in school board victory

Lincoln voters must be "pretty pleased 


with the way their public schools are run," a 
victorious Lou Ropier said of the results of 
Tuesday's school oboard election.

Incumbent Roper, a 45-year-old Lincoln 


banker who will start his second four-year 
term on the board, was the top vote getter with 
15.447 votes. He termed the election results a 
"mandate to continue the programs and 
policies we've already implemented." 


Challenger Milan Wall, the 31-year-old 


director of marketing and information for the 
University of Mid-America, finished second 
with 13,094 votes. Incumbent Pearl Goldehs- 
tein finished third with 12.865 votes. 


Wall said he hopes to bring a "manage- 


ment and evaluation perspective" to the many 
areas of concern the board faces. 


"Talking with people about building needs 


m their neighborhoods" will be a top priority 
for the board. Wall added. 


Mrs. Goldenstein, 54. said she will continue 


to support the many ideas she has fought for in 
the past, including "equality for all students 
and an emphasis on minority hiring as well as 
solid, basic education." 


She is the most experienced board 


member, having served as a teacher, prin- 
cipal, and director of elementary education for 
the State Department of Education. 


Lincoln radio executive Stan Unnertz, 42. 


won his bid for the remainder of the two-year 
term he was appointed to fill in February 
when board member Jo Ann Maxey accepted 
an appointment as a State senator. 


Linnertz, with 12.600 votes, defeated 


challenger Fannie Thomas, 48, a social 
worker, who had Sen. Maxey's endorsement. 
Mrs. Thomas received 8.499 votes. 


"We've got to nail down some minimum 


competencies and basic education for the 
students we serve," Linnertz said. "We must 
also take a look at long-range planning as the 
city continues to build in the areas they have 
defined." 


"I'm still concerned about the over- 


crowding of schools like Zeman and Ruth Hill. 
We've got to look at those problems and find a 
solution." Linnertz added. 


The winners join board members Lu Pan- 


sing and Wilhamette Shafer on the six-member 
body which serves without pay. 


New members will be sworn in at the May 


16 meeting of the board. 
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sidered a Boosalis supporter, was re-elected, 
as was her appointment to the Airport Authori- 
ty, Fran Minard. 


"The closeness of the vote doesn't indicate 


as much as some people would want to read 
into it," Mrs. Boosalis said. 


In the viewpoint of Mrs. Bailey, there was 


only one major difference between her and the 
other candidates and that was their opinions on 
the future use of resources. 


She said Hampton and Scherer will be 


more likely to say no adjustments are needed 
in consumption patterns than she was, as il- 
lustrated by her votes against the Northeast 
Radial, in favor of carpooling and the bus 
system, against participation in a nuclear 
power plant and against street widening. 


Mrs. Bailey had no comment on whether 


the outcome was an anti-female vote. 


The issue pointed to by Hampton as the one 


contributing the most to the success of his 


campaign was his stress on his willingness to 
make decisions. 


He portrayed the present council as 


bickering among itself and with the Boosalis 
administration. "I think obviously people 
wanted a change," be said 


Another factor cited by Scherer was the 


labor vote. There was no labor endorsement in 
the primary, but in the general election the 
Central Labor Union endorsed Hampton and 
Scherer. 


"I think the labor movement was terribly 


important in the election," Scherer said. "The 
labor and the common folk had to come out for 
us." 


Robinson said there was only one labor 


issue m the campaign and that was the decision 
to eliminate the jobs of 10 firefighters. Robin- 
son also questioned the widsom of labor of- 
ficials in endorsing Hampton, who Robinson 
said should not be viewed as pro-union. 


Airport finish was 
Vote of confidence' 


The return of two incumbents to seats on the Lincoln Airport 


Authority was seen as a "vote of confidence" for the entire 
board, according to veteran member and top vote getter Fred 
Eiche. 


Eiche, a 65-year-old Lincoln insurance executive, received 


12,699 vptes in his bid for a six-year seat, defeating challenger 
Robert Weigel who bad 7,923 votes. 


The 16 year veteran of the authority said voters must be 


pleased with "what we've done to help promote aviation in Lin- 
coln." Regardless of what some people think, he added, the non- 
paying authority job takes "a lot of bard work." 


Incumbent Fran Minard, appointed to the board in 1975, was 


returned to another two-year post with 10,823 votes, defeating 
challenger Robert Halvorsen who garnered 8,989 votes. 


Minard said three major concerns face the authority, the 


rate of occupancy in the industrial park bnildings at the airport; 
security and improved air service to the community. 


"With the addition of a new Frontier Airlines route to 


Chicago, Lincoln could become a hub of aviation for the area." 
Minard said. He sees increased traffic from Topeka and Rapid 
City to connect with the Chicago flights. 


The incumbents join current authority members Dick Joyce, 


Don Geis and Joe Hampton. Joyce, 57, the only pilot on the board, 
has served for 12 years, twice as chairman. 


Geis, a 41-year-old stockbroker, was elected in 1975. Hamp- 


ton, the top finisher in Tuesday's City Council race, has been on 
the board since 1972. He will have to resign his airport post, 
which will then be open to a mayor appointment. New members 
take office May 17.

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Audit spells problems for Games and Parks 
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Gas retailers back

A state auditor's check of the Game and 


Parks Commission has uncovered numerous dis- 
crepancies in the commission's handling of 
money, fuel, vehicles and uncollected bills. 
• 
The audit showed 2.000 gallons of gasoline 


missing from a 6,000-gallon tank. 


The audit discovered there was $50.000 in 


capital construction money the commission didn't 
know it had. 


The audit concluded that 21% of the com- 


mission's trucks, vans and cars are underused. 


The audit cited a slowness in getting money 


from the commission deposited with the state 
treasurer. 


The audit found that $22,000 due the commis- 


sion from court fines remained 'incollected last 
year. 


The audit disclosed that a number of conces- 


scionaires who operate in state parks didn't mail 
their rent checks on time. 


The Game and Parks Commission has agreed 


to correct the discrepancies cited in the audit 
report. 


Commission budget chief Jack Hanna said the 


audit was requested by the commission to assist 
new director Eugene Mahoney. 


For instance, in the park division, state 


auditors cited the 2,000 missing gallons from the 
tank and concluded the commission should es- 
tablish "sufficient internal control to safeguard 
its resources against waste, fraud and inefficien- 
cy " 


In the case of the missing fuel, the auditors 


couldn't determine if the variance was due to bad 
record keeping or if the gasoline was actually mis- 
sing. 


While the gas may not be found, the auditors 


uncovered some money the commission staff 
didn't know was there. 


$50,000 had been accumulated over the years 


from capital construction funds left over when 
projects were built for less money than an- 
ticipated. 


The commission also should be taking in more 


revenues than it has been, the audit report stated. 


Due to what the state auditor called "insuf- 


ficient collection and control procedures" the 
Game and Parks Commission failed to collect 
fines levied by courts for infractions of Games 
and Parks rules. 


As of June 30, 1976. $22,000 had not been 


collected. Each year, the report charged; the 
amount of money due has nsen. And, some ac- 
counts were two years old. 


The report urged the commission to collect 


the money and turn over problem bills to the State 
Claims Board. 


The commission has a similar problem collec- 


ting money from concessionaires. Of the 27 ac- 
counts reviewed by the auditors, 14 paid their fees 
at least three months late. One concesiionaire 
hadn't paid the state his 1875 bill. He paid up, the 
report said, when he was notified about the over- 
due account. 


The auditors analyzed 382 of the commission's 


400 vehicles and concluded "there is a very wide 
disparity and inconsistency in the use of 
vehicles." 


The audit recommended standards for use of 


the vehicles be developed and that the commis- 
sion consider pooling vehicles among various 
divisions in the agency.

shakes your hand and says "I hope to see your name on a 
Michigan roster," what does a young man from Omaha do?

The 38-point average scorer, however, already was im- 


pressed enough. In March, Orr had arranged for McGee to com- 
pete in the prestigious Dapper Dan Classic in Pittsburgh and 
bad flown into Omaha for a speaking engagement one day after 
his Wolverines were eliminated from tbe NCAA Mid-East 
regional. 


"We followed every game Michael played this season," On- 


said. "We thought he and Earvin Johnson (a 6-8 first team prep 
all- American forward from Lansing, Mich.) were the two best 
players in the country for our system (unfortunately, Earvin 
signed with Michigan State). 


"Mike McGee is a complete basketball player. He's a great

How to get into fishing sport

State record bluegill 


Conservation officers see a lot of nice fish in the 


course of their work, all belonging to other people. But, 
officer Gary Ralston of Creighton got a first-hand 
look at a real beauty after work on April 26 — a state 
record bluegill at the end of his own line. He took the 2- 
pound, 13-ounce trophy from Grove Lake on a worm. It 
measured 12 inches in length and 15 inches around the 
middle. The old record was 2 pounds, 8 ounces, set by 
Charles Randolph of Atkinson at a Holt County Farm 
Pond. 


So how do you get into fishing? How do you learn to catch 


fish? 


It's no easy task but the best bit of advice anyone can give a 


beginner fisherman is fish as often as you can. Remember the 
things you did to catch fish. And learn from the times you didn't 
get a bite. 


Fishing is a simple activity. All it calls for is a rod, reel, 


line, hooks, sinkers and bait. Anything else is an extra, although 
some of the extras might help improve your fishing catching 
talents. 


Let's draw a picture of what to do for a beginner in the Lin- 


coln area. Start with your basic equipment. One of the fastest 
ways to get going is by buying one of the many "ready-made" 
fishing outfits on the market. These are the packaged rods, 
reels and line. 


The easiest reel to handle is the spincast type. All it takes to 


learn to use is puch a button to disengage the bail retrieve and 
let loose of the button to cast. The bail retrieve pops into place 
again when you reel the crank. 
Other basics 


For other basic tackle we'll think along the bluegill and 


crappie line. The outfit you bought will-already have line on the 
reel so let's not bother with that. 


You'll need fish hooks. Get the long-shanked hooks in about 


a size eight or 10. The long shanks will help you unhook your fish 
more easily as they'll likely swallow most of the hook right 
along with the bait. 


Sinkers are advisable to help hold the bait down where you 


want it. For crappie and bluegill, splitshot sinkers are fine. 
Assortment packs are available and inexpensive. Pinch one of 
the larger sizes on the line about a foot above the hook. Pinch 
just hard enough to hold the sinker in place but too hard cuts 
into.your line and will weaken it. 


A small bobber is also a good buy'for crappie and bluegill. I 


use the smallest size I can iind but the bobbers about quarter-

sized are fine, too; The bobber should be set far enough up the 
line to get the hook four feet or so down in the water. 


If your bobber lays on its side after casting your rig into the 


lake, reset your bobber closer to,the hooks. A sideways bobber 
indicates your sinker is on the bottom of the lake. 
Finding a place 


Our rig is ready and, we have a handful of nightcrawlers, 


which I term the best fishing bait going. Now we have to find a 
place to fish. Go with a friend who knows or you can find your 
ownTrees, shrubs, even weed patches hold fish. Branched Oak 
is one of the best bluegill lakes I've found. There are nice 
bluegill just about anywhere in that lake. Smallish but plentiful 
crappie can be found at Pawnee along the dam. Coriestoga and 
Bluestem also have plentiful crappie but the bigger fish should 
be found in Branched Oak and at Yankee Hill. Twin Lakes might 
be as good for bluegill as any. 


If you know someone with a good farm pond, fishing these is 


perhaps best of all. Many farm ponds are home to nice bluegill, 
crappie, bullhead and bass. 


But the important thing to remember when getting in to 


fishing is fish often. Don't be afraid to move around. If you 
aren't catching anything in one spot, try another. It's .a great 
sport for the family members, young and old, male or female. 
Stay with it and it'll reward you time and time again.

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Computer records 
give faculty pause

Faculty members at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln do 


not like the idea of big brother computer storing too much per- 
sonal information on them 


Fearing that personal information stored in a proposed 


computer system may be misused, the UNL Faculty Senate un- 
animously urged the administration to include faculty and stu- 
dent representation on the committees »hat oversee the 
proposed computer information programs 


Already two years down the planning road, the Human 


Resources Information System - for faculty and staff — and 
the Student Information System will store information for ad- 
ministrative use, said Dale Mesner, associate professor of 
mathematics 


Few faculty members and no students were involved in the 


early planning stages, he said 


Faculty members were concerned about the kind of infor- 


mation which might be put into the computer and the ways this 
information might be used 


The system may store student evaluation information, a 


ranking number given by administration showing "how good a 
staff member you are" and information from a study showing 
how faculty members spend their time, Mesner said 


' On two occasions my credit - 
bill has been goofed up It 


was a horrendous experience, 
Jon Haack, professor of 


engineering mechanics ' I don 
»vnd to have the rest of my 


life goofed up by a computer " 


Law professor Jim Lake pointed out that the regents and 


campus by-laws covering personnel records could be used to 
give some protection against the use of some information in a 
computer system 


"It seems to me that this faculty has an awfully lot to lose 


on this Lake said Computerized information allows people to 
make tough decisions based merely on numbers, he added 


Quoting a Supreme Court justice, Lake said, "The only way 


we can be sure it (information) doesn't get out is if we don't let 
it get in " 


In other action, the senate elected Michael Turner, 


professor of agricultural economics, as senate president to 
replace Henry Baumgarten, professor of chemistry, who will be 
leaving office this summer 


On an 18-12 vote the Senate turned down a recommendation 


that dependents of faculty and staff be given free or reduced- 
rate tuition 
High-level turnover 
concerns UNL chief 


Rapid turnover in University of Nebraska-Lincoln ad- 


ministrative staff, low level of outside funding and faculty 
salaries are areas of concern to UNL Chancellor Roy Young 


Voung, in office 11 months, told the UNL Faculty Senate 


Tuesday he hopes to halt the rapid turnover among top-level ad- 
ministrators The tenure for chancellors and vice chancellors 
has averaged about two years over the past decade — "not long 
enough to stabilize activities," he said 


Young also hopes to increase outside support, particularly 


federal funding, and pointed out this year one-third more fun- 
ding proposals have been submitted compared to last year. 


UiNL, which now does not rank among the top 100 univer- 


sities in drawing outside support, should rank between 55 and 
75, Young said

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Water rationing 
possible in area 


Omaha (UPI) - Several major cities in the Missouri River 


Basin may be forced to ration water this summer, but generally 
the water supply should be adequate, the chairman of the 
Missouri River Basin Commission said. 


John Neuberger, of Omaha commented Tuesday as a 10- 


state conference on water began in Omaha. 


"There would only be spotted communities like Sioux Falls, 


S.D.. and Denver... that may be rationing and limiting certain 
uses of water supply," Neuberger said. 


Only cities with municipal water problems face the 


possibility of rationing, he said. 


"The cities located along the rivers and the cities that have 


good groundwater supplies in them will be in good shape," said 
Neuberger. 


Recent rains have helped replenish topsoil moisture, but 


the rain "has been quite spotted and we are by no means caught 
up," he said. 


"Our reservoirs in the Missouri and the tributaries are up, 


so the critical problem right now is the snowpack in the moun- 
tains that supply our reservoirs." Neuberger said runoff from 
melting snow is expected to be about 257o below normal this 
summer. 


Shortages may show up more next year because the reser- 


voirs will not receive as much runoff water, he said. 


Ways to deal with water shortages will be the main topic of 


discussion among the governors and water officials attending 
the conference. 


Governors expected to attend included J. James Exon, 


Nebraska; Joseph P. Teasdale, Missouri; Thomas Judge, Mon- 
tana: Arthur Link, North Dakota; Richard Kneip, South 
Dakota; and Ed Herschler, Wyoming. Colorado, Iowa, Kansas 
and Minnesota are also represented. 


State water officials and federal officials involved in water 


management caucused Tuesday afternoon to outline topics they 
wanted covered at the conference. 


The main conference sessions were Wednesday, and most 


of the governors were not arriving until Tuesday night. 


Neuberger said another primary topic will be impact of 


energy development on water resources, especially the develop- 
ment of coal slurry pipelines. 


The pipelines would use water to carry coal to other parts of 


the country. Officials in several states, especially Montana, 
Wyoming and North Dakota, fear the pipelines would deplete 
already short water supplies.

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Banks battling unequal interest rates 


Omaha (AP) - An official of the 


.American Bankers Association said 
Tuesday the group is "declaring war" 
on a federal law that allows savings 
and loan associations to pay higher in- 
terest rates on savings accounts than 
banks. 


J. Rex Duwe, chairman of the ABA's 


governing council, was in Omaha to ad- 
dress the annual convention of the 
Nebraska Bankers Association. 


He said ending the one-quarter of 1% 


rate difference will be the prime ABA 
goal in Congress if legislation is in- 
troduced to permit all financial in- 
stitutions to offer interest-bearing 
checking accounts. 


He said the ABA at a meeting last 


week decided to abandon its long- 
standing opposition to paying interest 
on checking accounts. Consumer de- 
mand and growing competition from 
other financial institutions force the 
change, he said. 


However, Duwe said, the interest 


rate ceilings should be uniform If all 
financial institutions are allowed 
checking powers and can pay interest 
on accounts. 


He said credit unions also should be 


subject to the same interest rate 
regulations. They now are exempt from 
ceilings 


Duwe said the interest advantage to 


savings and loans has "outlived its 
usefulness." The differential was es- 


tablished, he said, to "make sure toe 
savings and loans would have plenty of 
mortgage money available. They now 
have money running out their ears — 
more money than they can lend." 


Savings and loans and credit unions 


have been granted checking powers in 
several states because of actions by 
legislatures and regulatory agencies. 
Financial institutions in six New 
England states now offer interest- 
bearing checking accounts. 


Duwe said Arthur Burns, chairman 


of the Federal Reserve System, has an- 
nounced his support for allowing 
interest-bearing checking accounts 
nationwide. 


"And his is not the only voice being 


raised in favor of paying interest on 
checking accounts," Duwe said. "The 
chorus is getting louder every 
day . . ." Even if the American 
Bankers Association was able to 
successfully stop Congress from 
allowing the interest-bearing accounts, 
Duwe said, state legislatures could con- 
tinue expanding the powers of bank 
competitors. 


Duwe said signs are hopeful that 


Congress is recognizing the com- 
petitive problem faced by banks. In the 
last month, he said, Congress 
authorized the same interest ceilings 
for banks and savings and loans who 
offer certain types of individual pen- 
sion accounts.

Thone sees wheat crop curbs

Gordon Kuhn of 
Lincoln will fill out Dickinson's 
executive council term.

to use revenue to start medical clinics, provide scholarships to 
medical students willing to work in areas lacking doctors, and 
generally improve Nebraska medical care. 


^Officials say 45% of the proceeds will go for prizes, 20% 


for operating expenses and 35% for medical projects. 


The Big Green lottery gave 168,000 to city betterment or 


charitable projects; the 1140 lottery has turned over about 
$22,000.

'Sunshine law' eclipsed 
pending a year of study

The so-called 1976 "sunshine law" faded 


into a partial eclipse Tuesday. 


Unhappy with the product which it ap- 


proved last year, the Legislature tentatively 
voted to delay implementation of the major 
regulatory and enforcement procedures of the 
political accountability and disclosure act for 
another full year. 


The law was not scheduled to become fully 


effective until July 1. 


A year's delay beyond that date was 


proposed by Sen. Donald Dworak of Columbus 
to allow more time to study and refine the act. 


His proposal was added to LB4, a bill 


revising the 1976 law, on a top heavy 32-13 vote. 


"I'm not trying to sabotage the law," 


Dworak said. 


But it is currently "a half-baked piece of 


legislation which would create problems, not 
solve problems," he contended. 


The law would tighten regulations on cam- 


paign finance reporting, conflict of interest 
disclosure and lobbying reporting procedures. 


The law was adopted last year in response 


to an initiative petition drive spearheaded by 
Common Cause of Nebraska. 


Its enactment prompted petitioners to 


drop their own effort to adopt a law of their 
own through an initiative vote of the people. 


"But a lot of things in this law are not 


right," Dworak said. 


It still needs changes and further inter- 


pretation, he suggested. 


Another year's delay to work out 


refinements is "one of the most positive things 
we can do to assure an effective law," he said. 


Sen. Ronald Luedtke of Lincoln, who led 


the battle for enactment of the bill last year, 
opposed further delay. 


"It's never going to be easy," he counseled 


his colleagues. "It's not intended to be easy." 


Dworak's amendment is "a means of put- 


ting off something we didn't want to do in the 
first place" and would simply "put off until 
tomorrow what we should have done yester- 
day," he said. 


Needed changes will not become clear un- 


til the law has begun to be implemented, 
Luedtka cautioned. 


Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston said he will 


urge the Unicameral to establish a study com- 
mittee to review all aspects of the law while its 
implementation is suspended. 


Members of the newly formed Political 


Accountability and Disclosure Commission 
should participate in that survey, he said. 


Sen. Dave Newell of Omaha said the delay 


serves to "gut" the 1976 law, "and that's exact- 
ly what many people want to do." 


Among other changes in LB4 is an amend- 


ment to the 1976 law which removes the 
requirement that lobbyists report their ear- 
nings from lobbying activities. 


The amended bill was sent on toward final 


reading on a 30-13 vote. 


Criminal code past 2nd test; 
flurry of amendments added

The main criminal code bill won second- 


round approval on a voice vote Tuesday after 
state senators added amendments including 
one requiring a two-day waiting period before 
an abortion. 


Neligh Sen. John DeCamp won 27-10 adop- 


tion of the amendment to LB38 that would 
require^ a two-day wait after a woman 
requested an abortion. DeCamp said it would 
allow time to mull over the decision to give 
meaning to the "informed consent" require- 
ment given earlier legislative approval. 


Omaha Sen. Ernest Chambers, who had a 


half dozen criminal code revisions of his own, 
opposed the DeCamp change. He said poten- 
tial fathers in such cases aren't subjected to 
such "indignities." 


Omaha Sen. Neil Simon offered an amend- 


ment to place a 1-50 year sentence on the crime 
of statutory rape, but withdrew it temporarily 
for later work on that section of the bill. 


The bill currently has a flat 25 year 


minimum term for statutory rape. 


Lincoln Sens. Wally Barnett and Steve 


Fowler put in a couple of fairly technical revi- 
sions from an ad hoc committee working on the 
code. 


Fowler's would allow sheriffs to impound 


cars in drug cases only when a significant 
amount of illegal substances were involved and 
it won 26-2 adoption. Bamett's was merely a 


language change for correction and won 29-0 
acceptance. 


Chambers' half dozen revisions concerned 


for' the most part redefinitions or language 
deletions in various parts of the bill. 


One, adopted 25-0, limited the definition of 


drugs after Chambers demonstrated it could 
have applied to eyeglasses and hearing aids or 
"anything affecting bodily functions." 


A second change, adopted 270, would make 


certain a strict penalty isn't imposed on a per- 
son selling a phony drug unless the substance 
endangered the buyer's life. 


A third, adopted 29-1, removed lanpage that 


gave police immunity from prosecution from 
illegal acts performed when they work on drug 
cases. 


A fourth, adopted 25-0, removed language 


that would have required police to be involved 
in private credit collection matters. 


The fifth, also adopted 25-0, raised the 


minimum age for stiff penalties for public in- 
decency from 14 to 18. 


The final Chambers amendment was adopted 


26-2 and removes the threat of resisting arrest 
convictions in cases when an arrest is clearly 
illegal. 


Hemingford Sen. Sam Cullan won 26-10 
adoption of an amendment leaving judges off 
the panel that will review the criminal code 
and make recommendations before it is imple- 
mented. 


Despite county courts flareup, 
legislators advance budget bill 
Associated Press 


The Legislature Tuesday gave second-round 


approval to one of the major budget bills, 
LB531, after an amendment proposal caused a 
b'rief flaring of tempers. 


Three senators, Wally Barnett of Lincoln, 


John DeCamp of Neligh and Speaker Roland 
Luedtke of Lincoln asked a $33,000 addition to 
finance the hiring of five additional clerical 
workers for the county district court system 
because of increased workloads. 


Holbrook Sen. Richard Lewis objected and 


said it was his impression that the county 
courts, since the state took over the system in 
1970, would be selfsustaining. 


Luedtke said Lewis' statement was a "gross 


lie," and added there was never any im- 
plication that the courts could sustain 
themselves with the fees and fines they collect. 


He also said he thought Lewis voted against a 


proposal that would nave increased those fees 
two years ago. 


Lewis told Luedtke: "As speaker, you're 


going to have to learn to control yourself." 


Luedtke countered: "I accept your apology," 


although Lewis said nothing to indicate he was 
sorry for anything. 


Despite Appropriations Committee Chair- 


man Jerome Warner's pleas to reject the 
amendment on the grounds of fiscal restraint, 
the amendment was adopted on a vote of 25-23. 


The budget panel's bill appropriates |76.3 


million in general tax funds for operations of 
the constitutional offices and courts during the 
coming fiscal year. The same offices were 
budgeted $618 million in tax money for the 
current fiscal year. 


Before advancement, senators rejected 


Ralston Sen. Gerald Koch's attempt to add half 
a per cent of state personnel salary money for 
a merit pay pool. The proposed amendment, 
which carried a $1.2 million price tag, fell on a 
vote of 8-21. 


Marital discrimination bill passed 


Legislation barring sex discrimination in 


the form of refusing employment because of 
marital status won 45-2 final passage Tuesday 
in the Unicameral. 


The measure, LB161, introduced by the 


Judiciary Committee, also revises some 
procedures of the Equal Opportunity Commis- 
sion that bears employment discrimination 
cases. 


On the marital status issue, one proviso 


was included through an amendment added 
earlier at the urging of Sooth Sioux City Sen. J. 
R. Murphy. 


It would allow companies to have a policy 


against the hiring of both spouses in a family 


Also passed Tuesday was LB4S6, the 


'Private Vocational Educational Authorization 
Act of 1977. 


The bill, which won 46-0 final passage, is 


designed to oversee and regulate private trade 
schools in Nebraska. It was introduced by the 
Education Committee 


The third bill receiving the Legislature's 


final stamp of approval Tuesday was the 
Judiciary Committee's LB516, a drug bill. 


Passed 47*0, LB516 brings Nebraska drug 


classifications into compliance with cuuopun- 
ding federal classes by revising the Uniform 
Controlled Substances Act. 


Gas tax hike advances 


The Legislature voted 27-7 second-round approval Tuesday 


to the bill that would add a penny to the state's 8.5 cents per 
gallon tax on gasJome. 


The lawmakers approved tacking the emergency, clause 


onto the measure, provisions of which will go into effect Aug.
